Columbus, Ohio. —- A proposed 
amendment to the general appro- 
priation bill providing for State aid 
for parochial schools failed by a 
single vote to receive action in the 
closing hours of the State Senate 
session here.

Measure Contains Some of Social 
Ideals and Principles For Which 
Religious Institutions Stand, 
Says Joint Statement of 
Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish Organization 
Officials, 


Washington——A call for the 
hearty cooperation of all persons 


‘in the operation of the National 
‘Industrial Recovery Act in order 
‘that there may be realized “the 
/maximum social justice and econ- 
iomic cooperation made possible 
‘under its provisions” was issued 
i today by officials of national Cath- 
lolic, Protestant and Jewish organ- 
i 


‘izations. “The act,” a joint state- 
iment said, “has ‘incorporated into 
‘law’ some of the social ideals and 
principles for which religious insti- 
‘tutions have stood for many years.” 
The statement was made by the 
Rev. Dr. John A. Ryan, Director 
of the Social Action Department of 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference; Rabbi Edward L. Israel, 
Chairman of the Social Justice 
Commission of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis, and the 
Rev. James Myers, Industrial Sec- 
retary of the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America. 
The signers explained that while 
the statement was not an. official 
pronouncement of their organiza- 
tions, since some of them are not 
meeting at this time, it is based on 
‘previous declarations of official 
policy. The statement follows:

Bishops’ Statement on Crisis 


The educational system of our 
country, while imposing an unjust 
and almost impossible tax burden 
on the general public, is deserving 
of sympathetic consideration from 
the standpoint that it is bearing a 
great responsibility which belongs 
to the domain of industry. We 
have in different sections legisla- 
tion which provides for compulsory 
education until students reach the 
age of eighteen, and the further 
demand is being made today that 
the age be advanced to twenty 
years. That our educational in- 
stitutions are nurseries of idleness 
for millions of our youth, either 
because they have not the natural 
gifts to acquire knowledge or be- 
cause they will not form studious 
habits, and that the whole system 
of education is imposing an ever- 
increasing burden, seem to receive 
little if any consideration. In the 
eyes of industry, regardless of 
justice, the one important thing is 
that students should be kept in 
scnool for additional years so as 
to lessen the number of the unem- 
ployed. 

Simplify Education 


Our whole educational system 
deserves the most serious consid- 
eration of the Government and of 
all thinking and informed men 
who have at heart the best inter- 
ests of their country.

DUCATION, and especially pub- 

lic education, is in a sad plight. 
The depression with its reduced 
revenues has made present modes 
of education financially impossible, 
while at the same time our educa- 
‘tion is being blamed for the sad 
istate of the world. From the rural 
school to the state university, bud- 
gets are cut and in many cases they 
are completely elimiated. Educa- 
tion as a consequence, in self-de- 
fense, must pause at the cross roads 
and take not only a new tempo 
but a new direction. 


The financial situation is so ser- 
ious that in a recent nation-wide 
survey, under the auspices of the 
United States Office of Education, 
9,600,000 children are reported as 
being deprived of proper education, 
In the West and South many 
schools have closed entirely, thus 
in Alabama over one hundred 
thousand children have no schools 
to go to, for the teachers have 
been dismissed; other schools are 
(on half time or on a shortened 
\school year. Salaries of teachers 
/are reduced all over the land, often 
‘as high as fifty per cent. and even 
iat that, all are not paid.

The falsity of the principle that 
education should be made as ex- 
pensive as possible, which has 
been accepted by an unsuspecting 
public, should be everywhere ex- 
posed; likewise, the wrong as- 
sumption that tax-paid education 
is the best education, and that big 
educational units give the best re- 
sults. 


Sacrifices of Catholics 


No group in America is making 
such sacrifices for education as is 
the Catholic group. No institu- 
tion in the world has so consis- 
tently encouraged sane education 
as has the Catholic Church, and 
no institution in the world will as 
unfailingly support the State in 
the discharge of its duty to see 
“that all citizens have the neces- 


isary knowledge of their civic and 


political duties, and a certain de- 
gree of physical, intellectual and 
moral culture, which, considering 
the conditions of our times, is 
really necessary for the common 
good,” 


Abnormal Conditions 


We are living in abnormal times. 
We are dealing with abnormal 
conditions in many fields of en- 
deavor. Hence it is to be expected 
that we must face abnormal con- 
ditions in the field of education. 

The State has presumed to take 
on functions and to discharge 
it. From the organization of civil 


natural law, the State receives no 
commission to teach. When the 


‘State exercises the office of teach- 


er, it does so in place of and by 
the authority of the parents. For, 
as Pope Pius XI reminds us, 
parents are in a true sense the 
vicars of God in the education of 
their children. Their power is not 
absolute and despotic, but subject 
to the natural and divine law, and 
therefore subject also to the au- 
thority of the Church and to the 
vigilance and administrative care 
of the State, in view of the com- 
mon good

At a recent meeting of the Na.- 
tional Education Association, the 
present situation was universally 
deplored. Dr. L. D. Coffman, Pres- 
‘ident of the University of Minne- 
'sota, sounded the key note: ‘On 
‘every hand we see the doors of op- 
portunity being closed. They must 
be reopened. Hitherto we have 
regarded the schools of America as 
‘her best insurance; now we are 
eancelling their insurance, or we 
‘are weakening its value by selling 
‘the schools to the lowest bidder. An 
ignorant nation is a weak nation.” 


Another well-known educator, 
Professor Strayer, of Columbia 
University, feared a national crime 
wave, and said: “If we deny edu- 
cation we must provide more space 
in jails and penitentiaries. If we 
restrict the opportunities provided, 
we will invite social disaster. One 
cannot disassociate the American 
school program from future sta- 
bility of our government.”

it would be impossible for us to 
rive a complete explanation of all 
of the rules of marriage in the 
limited space at our disposal, but 
the following brief summary which 
was recently formulated by Bishop 
Vehr includes the more common 
yes and will undoubtedly be of 
great help to you. 

1 Catholics must be married in 
the presence of the pastor of the 
place, or his delegate, and two wit- 


nesses. 

9 Marriage of Catholics before 
, civil magistrate or Protestant 
minister is an invalid marriage in 
the eyes of the Church. 

§. Catholics married before a 
Protestant minister incur excom- 
munication. 

4. It is the mind of the Church 
that Catholic marriages should be 
solemnized in church with a Nup- 
tial Mass. 

5. The Church discourages mix- 
ed marriages because of the dan- 
gers to the faith of the Catholic 
party and the children. 

6. Dispensation for a mixed 
marriage can be granted only on 
ie the expressed and serious promise 
, | me that the non-Catholic party will not 

@ interfere in the religious practices 
of the Catholic party and that all 
the children resulting from the 
mion will be reared and educated 
in the Catholic religion. 

1. The Catholic party has a 
serious obligation in conscience to 
strive in every reasonable way to 
bring about the conversion of the 
non-Catholic consort. 

8. No other marriage ceremony 
may take place except that in the 


presence of the priest and two wit- 
nesses, 


How is artificial birth control 
which is so strongly condemned by 
the Church defined? 

Pope Pius XI in his encyclical 
Jeter Casti Connubii gives the fol- 
lowing definition: “Any use what- 
seever of matrimony exercised in 
such a way that the act is deliber- 
wely frustrated of its natural 
power to generate new life.” 


Will you please give me a full 
explanation of “Privileged Altars”? 


An altar is said to be privileged 
when, im addition to the ordinary 
fruits of the Eucharistic Sacrifice, 
* plenary indulgence is also grant- 
[  aenver Mass is celebrated 

; n; the indulgence being ap- 
Phed to the individual soul for 


whom the Mass is offered, 


The privileged altar must be a 
fixed, or immovable, altar. That is, 
it must be stationary or permanent, 
whether fixed to a wall or built on 
a solid foundation. It is not neces- 
sary that the altar be consecrated, 
but, of course, it must have a con- 
secrated stone inserted in its table. 
The privilege is attached not to the 
stone, but to the structure itself 
by reason of the title it bears, that 
is, of the mystery or saint to whom 
it is dedicated. Hence if the ma- 
terial of the altar be changed, if 
the altar be moved to another 
place, if another altar be substi- 
tuted for it in the same church, 
provided it retains the same title, 
and even if the altar is desecrated 
or profaned, the privilege is pre- 
served. 

To gain the indulgence the Mass 
must be a Mass of Requiem when- 
ever the rubrics permit it. If, on 
account of the superior rite of the 
feast of the day, or on account of 
the Exposition of the Blessed Sac- 
rament, or for other reasons, a 
Requiem Mass cannot be cele- 
brated, the indulgence may be gain- 
ed by celebrating another Mass. 

This privilege is of two kinds, 
local or real and personal. It is 
loeal or real when annexed to the 
altar as described above. Hence 
whoever the priest may be who 
celebrates the Mass the indulgence 
is gained. It is personal when it 
is inherent in the priest, so that it 
does not depend on the altar but 
on the priest who celebrates. Hence 
on whatever altar such a priest 
may celebrate Mass the indulgence 
is gained, and that altar is for the 
time being a privileged one. On 
November 2, All Souls’ Day, every 
altar is privileged. 

The Bishops of the United 
States have the faculty of declar- 
ing privileged one altar in every 
church and public chapel or ora- 
tory, whether it be consecrated or 
not, in their dioceses, provided this 
privilege had not been previously 
granted to any other altar in such 
church under the same conditions. 


Would you advise a person to 
take a correspondence course in 
training to be a nurse? 


We would not only not advise a 
young lady to do so, but would urge 
her to refrain from wasting money 
on such an investment. A nurse, to 
be properly trained, must have ac- 
tual experience such as can be ob- 
tained only in hospitals. A corres- 
pondence course might be beneficial! 
to one who wished to obtain only a 
reading knowledge of the duties of 
a nurse.

CHARGE ONLY CATHOLICS 
IS REFUTED IN LETTER 


Number of Protestant Groups, and 
Patriotic and Fraternal Organ- 
izations are Among Foes of 
Contraception, Patrick J. 
Ward Points Oat. 


New York.—Asserting that the 
advocates of contraceptive birth 
control and the proponents of the 
various federal and State bills te 
promote it “assiduously propagate 
the untruthful statement that only 
Catholics oppose these changes in 
the law,” Patrick J. Ward, Director 
of the N. C. W. C. Bureau of Pub- 
licity and Information, in a letter 
printed in the current issue of The 
Homiletic and Pastoral Review, ex- 
‘presses the belief that it is “wise 
‘for Catholies to correct a. very 
wrong and harmful impression and 
to show that the more important 
'non-Catholic groups in this country 
are fully alive to the great dangers 
involved in contraception and its 
traffic, and that they have publicly 
and effectively registered their op- 
position.” 

The published assertion that 
i“practically all the religious. or- 
ganizations in America, except the 
Catholic Church” favor the quali- 


fied use of contraceptives is “hard- 
ly fair,” Mr. Ward thinks, “te the 
many religious groups and semi- 
religious groups other than Catho- 
lic which have come forward cour- 
ageously and condemned the prac- 
tice of contraception and have 
strenuously opposed any changes in 
the penal laws which would permit 
a more widespread commercial 
trafic in contraceptive articles, 
drugs and literature.” 


Protestant Opposition 


“When bills to this end were be- 
| fore the last Congress,” Mr. Ward 
continues, “there came forward to 
appose them the following non- 
Catholic religious bodies: the Uni- 
ted Lutheran Church in America, 
'the Evangelical Lutheran Augus- 
tana Synod, the United Danish 
Evangelical Lutheran Cherch in 
America and the Southern Baptist 
Convention, which groups repre- 
sent congregations totelling about 
5,000,000. 

“In addition the following non- 
Catholic and interdenominational 
religious organizations appeared 
against the bill: the International 
Reform Federation, the Lord’s Day 
| Alliance, the World Purity Federa- 
tion, the New York Society for the 
Prevention of Vice. Further, the 
following non-religious bedies 
registered their opposition: the In- 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows, 
‘the National Patriotic League, the 
Woman Patriot, the Sentinels of 
the Republic, the Foresters of Ame- 
rica, and the American Federation 
of Labor. The number represented 
in all these groups is very large.” 

Referring to approval of birth 
control by the Federal Council of

Churches of Christ in America, and 


Mr. Ward says “that Federal 
Council certainly is not the recog- 
nized voice of many of these bodies 
in this important matter is clearly 
shown by the storm of protest and 
forceful action within that body 
which followed the publication of 
its statement in 1931." “Among the 
la t groups represented in the 
Federal Council,” Mr. Ward cen- 
tinues, “are the United Lutheran 
Charch, the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America, 
and the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States. These groups imme- 
diately made known their strong 
disapproval.” 


Turning to a consideration of the 
non-Catholic religious groups that 
have declared in favor of birth 
control, Mr. Ward shows that the 
adherents of these bedies do not 
number much more than a million. 


League Action Analyzed 


Mr. Ward adds that it is not 
true that the Commission on Health 
and Hygiene of the League of Na- 
tiens adepted a resolution in favor 
of birth control. “It is therefore 
not true” he continues “to say that 
‘the action of the Commission of 
the League of Nations was the last 
step in mobilizing werld opinien 
against the stand of the Church 
and in stamping with the sanction 
of public approval the practice of 
birth control.’ The League of Na- 
tions has taken no such step.” 

When the Council of the League 
accepted a sub-committee report 
“without knowing that it contatned 
a reference to contraception,” Mr. 
Ward adds, “the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference cooperated 
with several international greups, 
some of them interdenominational, 
in bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of the various governments 
which are members of the Ceuncil 
of the League. The National Cath- 
ofc Welfare Conference, acting 
with the authority of the Catholic 
Bishops of the United States, for- 
mally made known to the Council 
of the League of Nations its op- 
position to the report.” 

“A year ago,” Mr. Ward says, 
“an effort was made by certain ad- 
voeates of birth control in this 
country to have a resolution passed 
hy the International Federation of 
League of Nations Associations, 
meeting in Paris, recemmending 
the League to take steps to make a 
itudy of the population situation 
in various cown.ies and of means 
to control it. 

“Again, chiefly through informed 
and prompt action on the part of 
the National Cathelic Welfare Con 
ference, the resolution was rejected 
by the Committee before which it 
came for consideratio: end never 
rached the floor of the International 
Federation.”

Sacramental Wine 
Restrictions Eased 


Washington.—Action on applica- 
tions for the removal of wine for 
sacramental uSe is expected to be 
speeded up as a result of orders 
approved by both the Treasury De- 
partment and Department of Jus- 
tice to liberalize regulations con- 
cerning the distribution of sacra- 
mental wine. Hereafter, super- 
visors will be required to approve 
or disapprove applications for the 
removal of wine for sacramental 
use within 10 days from the date 
the applications are received by 
them. 

The other new regulations are 
said to have been issued as a result 
of petitions received almost alto- 
gether from the clergy and congre- 
gations of the Hebrew religion and 
do not affect the distribution of 
sacramental wine to the Catholic 
clergy. Under the old regulations 
it was required that the rabbi or 
minister or church official deliver 
the wine to members of his ccn- 
gregation and the members were 
allowed not to exceed five gallons 
a year for any one family. Under 
the new regulations wine for use 
in the home can be distributed 
through an agent appointed by the 
head of the church, and a family 
will be allowed two gallons of wine 
for each adult member and not to 
exceed 10 gallons a year, except 
where it is shown to the super- 
visor’s satisfaction that a greater 
quantity is required.

Mother Is Stressed

back to a normal state of living. 
This movement found that the 
farm woman leads the American 
nation. Stable family life is found 
in the country alone, husband and 
wife are partners—the wife being 
interested in her husband’s work, 
crops and other activities; and the 
husband is interested in his wife’e 
work. In the country only are chil- 
dren an asset, and all members of 
the family unite in the same work. 
The greatest influence in Ame- 
rican life is the home and no one 
has greater influence in training 
future citizens and in the making 
of our country than the farm wo- 
man. A correct philosophy of this 
rural farm movement should be in- 
stilled in the minds of our people 
according to Miss Lynch, and it is 
the duty of American citizens to 
keep the right sort of boys and 
girls on the farm. The teacher in 
the rural centers can exert great 
influence over his charges and need 
never give the impression that a 
boy or girl is too brilliant to re- 
main on the farm. 

Miss Lynch stated that the 
mother should make the home a 
place of “best times” for the chil- 
dren, a place of culture, social life, 
religious traiming, and education. 
“The farm woman,” she said 
“should take an interest in all 
church activities and belong to one 
or more church organizations. In 
relation to her neighbors, she 
should take an active part in all 
local farm organizations, and at- 
tend the meetings conducted under 
the direction of a County Agent 
where advice and expert help are

WEEKLY CALENDAR |— 


OF THE FEAST DAYS 


Sunday, July 16-—St. Simon 
Stock was born in the county of 
Kent, England. He lived as a her- 
mit in a hollow tree for twenty 
years. Later entering the Order of 
Our Lady of Mount Carmel he was 
chosen Prior-General. He died at 
Bordeaux in 1265, 

Monday, July 17.—St. Alexius, 
the son of noble Roman parents, 
lived as a mendicant in his father’s 
house for seventeen years, having 
returned to Rome as a beggar un- 
recognized by relatives or friends. 
Only after his death was his iden- 
tity revealed. He died early in the 
fifth century. 

Tuesday, July 18.—St. Camillus 
of Lellis, at the age of nineteen, 
took service with his father, an 
Italian noble, against the Turks 
and after four years’ campaigning 
found himself, through his violent 
temper, reckless habits, and invet- 
erate passion for gambling, a dis- 
charged soldier in straightened cir- 
eumstances. A few words from a 
Capuchin friar brought about his 
conversion and he decided to enter 
the religious life. He was ordained 
and formed the community of the 
Servants of the Sick which was con- 
firmed in 1586 by the Pope. He died 
in 1614. 

Wednesday, July 19.—St. Vincent 
de Paul, who was born in 1576, de- 
voted his life to the care of the 
poor and the instruction of the 
rich in the ways of charity. Soon 
after his ordination he was cap- 
tured by corsairs and carried into 
Barbary where he converted his 
renegade master and with him es- 
caped to France. The Saint was 
made chaplain-general of the gal- 
leys of France where his charity 
brought hope into those prisons 
where only despair had reigned be- 
fore. 

Thursday, July 20.—St. Mar- 
garet, virgin and martyr, suffered 
at Antioch in Pisidia in the last 
general persecution. She is said to 
have been prosecuted by her own 
father, a pagan priest, and after 
many torments, to have gloriously 
finished her martyrdom by the 
sword. 

Friday, July 21.—St. Victor, 
martyr, was an officer in the army 
of the Emperor Maximian. Be- 
eause of his perseverance in the 
faith and particularly because of 
his exhortations to the Christians 
of Marseilles after the slaughter 
of the Theban Legion he was put 
to death after frightful tortures. 

Saturday, July 22.—St. Mary 
Magdalen, whom Jesus raised from 
a life of sin to take her place 
among the Saints of the Church, 
was one of the family “whom 
Jesus so loved” that he raised her 
brother Lazarus from the dead. She 
stood with the Blessed Virgin and 
St. John at the foot of the Cross. 
When the faithful were scattered 
by persecution, it is said, she found 
refuge in a cave in Provence where 
she lived for thirty years.

W. A. McINERNEY, 
NOTED SOUTH BEND 
ATTORNEY, DIES 


Succumbs Suddenly to Heart At- 
tack; Hundreds Mourn Demise 
of Leader, Notre Dame 
Alumnus. 


An outstanding figure for 30 
years in the professional and politi- 
cal life of South Bend, William A. 
McInerney, senior member of one 
of the city’s oldest law firms, died 
‘suddenly Friday night while visit- 
ing with friends at Barron Lake, 
near Niles, Mich. Deceased was 57 
| years of age. His death was attri- 

uted to acute heart disease. He 

had been in declining health for the 
_past four years. Accompanied by 
|Mrs. McInerney and their daugh- 
i'ters, Ruth and Martha, Mr. McIn- 
erney had driven to Barron lake 
Friday evening. While conversing 
with friends on the veranda of the 
West Shore hotel he was stricken 
'and died in his chair. 


Deceased was a member of St. 
_Patrick’s church, South Bend, the 
Holy Name society, South Bend 
‘council Knights of Columbus and 
‘the Notre Dame Alumni associa- 
tion. The funeral was held Monday 
morning at 8:30 o’clock from the 
home, 220 South Taylor street and 
'9 o’clock from St. Patrick’s church, 
the Rev. Joseph Maguire, C. S. C., 
pastor, officiating. Burial was 
made in Cedar Grove cemetery. 


Mr. McInerney is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Anne Murphy MclIner- 
ney; three daughters, Mrs. Anna M. 
Huguenard, Misses Martha and 
Ruth McInerney; a son, William F. 
McInerney; a sister, Miss Mary B. 
McInerney and three brothers, 
John, Robert and Walter. 

He was born in Culver, Ind., Oct. 
14, 1875, one of the seven children 
of Capt. Matthew and Mary E. Mc- 
Inerney. The family moved to 
South Bend in 1889. Besides the 
parents there were the children, 
John, Thomas, William, Frank, 
Walter and Mary E. McInerney.

Washinton.—Excerpts from let- 
ters received by the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Men, here, and in- 
cluded in an article appearing in 
the current issue of Catholic Ac- 
tion, official organ of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference, indi- 
cate the wide apostolic influence of 
the “Catholic Hour,” which is spon- 
sored by the National Council of 
Catholic Men and broadcast over a 
network of the National Broadcast- 
ing Company. 

The letters have been received 
from widely scattered parts of the 
world and, in many instances, indi- 
cate that the national broadcast 
frequently contributes directly to

hools. The State recognizes 
em on the contrary to the extent 
hat the truant officer is duty bound 
return absentees from the pa- 
rochial schools to their classes. 
' “he Catholic who prefers to 
have his children educated in a 
Catholic school does not thereby 
ape any of the taxation that is 
levied for the upkeep of the public 
schools. He pays double for edu- 
sation, in fact, inasmuch as he is 
also called upon to support the pa- 
rochial school. 

“Yet the children attending the 
ochial schools are discriminated 
inst in the matter of transpor- 

tation. 

“This may seem a small item, yet 
for a poor family with more than 
one child, it is a burden of no small 
proportion. 

' “At the parochial school of the 
Church of the Resurrection, for in- 
stance there are families with no 
less than five children, representing 
an expense of $1.50 a week for 
transportation alone. 

* “That sum of money these davs 
is enough to feed the whole family 
for a day. 

“Were the family sending the 
children to the public school, bus 
transportation would of course be 
furnished. As’ taxpayers they 
would be entitled to it. 

“Isn't it rather absurd to think 
that when these people are reliev- 
ing the city of the other expenses 
of education, for which, indirectly 
they are paying, they should be 
forced in addition to provide trans- 
portation a second time for their 
children ? 

“It savors of a religious chau- 
vinism of a previous generation. 

“So long as discriminations of this 
kind are being practised in our own 
midst, we ought leastways to have 
the decency to keep our mouths 
closed about fanaticism in other 
countries. 

“May we suggest to Alderman 
Ryan that many families in this 
section are suffering unnecessary 
hardship because of the expense in- 
curred for school transportation. 

“Perhaps, as a Catholic he may 
feel some delicacy about seeking 
a change in existing conditions, 
but if so we invite him to lay the 


‘blame on us—and the writer of 


this article happens not to be a 
Catholic, so we can afford to say 
our say without being accused of 
‘prejudice. We doubt if any but a 
small proportion of rabid bigots 
would not approve of a change in 
the regulations of this nature.”

Unfairness to Catholic Schools 


Propagandists and school lobby- 
ists have not a sense of fairness 
to Catholic schools. There is no 
expression of gratitude on their 
part for the splendid work that 
our schools are doing. They are 
reluctant to give them due recog- 
nition, or even that measure of 
justice which in every other mat- 
ter the American sense of fairness 
demands. 

Real Purpose of Education 

Our Catholic schools today see 
the folly of attempting to rival 
the extravagantly conducted tax- 
paid schools and of regarding 
them as norms of perfection. Our 
schools, built by the sacrifice of 
our poor people, maintained by the 
even greater sacrifice of our reli- 
gious Sisterhoods and fostered by 
the untiring labors of our clergy 
and the watchful care of our Bish- 
ops, have the obvious duty to keep 
ever before them the unchangeable 
elements of education and its real 
purpose—to fit men for life in 
eternity as well as in time; to 
teach men to think rightly and to 
live rightly; to instill sound princi- 
ples in our youth, principles not 
only of civic righteousness, but of 
Catholic faith and morality; to 
educate groups, according to their 
capacity, so as to make them the 
best men and the best women of 
our country—and all this with a 
thorough training in the secular 
branches of knowledge. 

Rejection of Moral Standards 

The failure to instill moral 
standards during the formative 
years of childhood and adolescence, 
and the positive exclusion of moral 
teaching from the school curricula 
must always prove disastrous. 
Our difficulties today are largely 
efforts to remedy the evils inevi- 
table in any system of education 
that permits chaotic. thinking, 
pagan license, and uncurbed greed 
to take the place of that necessary 
discipline in thought and conduct 
that produces worthy and upright 
lives. Because educational needs 
have been misunderstood and be- 
cause educational purposes have 
been so frequently perverted, not 
only the weak and the backward— 
the many who lack the qualities 
that make for business success, 
and these constitute a large pro- 
portion of our population—but the 
earnest and the industrious and 
the upright, are the victims of an 
economic system which is, in it- 
self, the product of unsound think- 
ing and moral disorder. 

Undermining the Home 

Further evil consequences of 
the divorce of religion from edu- 
cation and economics have been 
the rejection of the sacred char- 
acter of the home, and of mar- 
riage as a Divine institution. The 
destruction or serious impairment 
of home life has brought about 
a menacing decline in the birth 
rate and has helped to promote 
the Godless, selfish and inhuman 
propaganda of birth prevention. 
Economic conditions especially are 
advanced as a justification of what 
is in reality a criminal marital 
life. The new paganism of our 
day has begotten this propaganda. 
One of the most significant signs 
of the moral decadence which has 
taken place in our country is that 
men speaking from Christian pul- 
pits and writing under the sanction 
of religion should approve and 
even actively promote this repel- 
lent doctrine. The restoring of the 
social order, for which we plead, 
will encourage an increase in the 
birth rate and will enable parents 


to make ample provision for the.

Bernard of Menthon, so named 
from his family’s estate, came of 
a wealthy family in Italy, where 
he was born in 923. He showed 
great brilliancy in his studies, and 
after ordination devoted himself 
to preaching and missionary work 
among the crude inhabitants of 
Italian Alpine villages. Travel in 
the wild regions of high alpine 
passes was quite frequent, even in 
those early days, and many travel- 
ers lost their lives during snow- 
storms. Crossing the Alps was a 
path much used by pilgrims of the 
middle ages bound for the Holy 
Land, but it was with perpetual 
snow, and always dangerous. 
About the year 968 Bernard 
erected a monastery and hospice 
for travelers at the highest point 
of the pass, 8,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, and on this pass 
has been bestowed the name of 
the saint. 

About five years later, he built 
another hospice 1,000 feet lower 
down, and both institutions have 
since been in active operation un- 
der the direction of monks, rescu- 
ing and caring for travelers. St. 
ard dogs have also earned a 
reputation for doing good, some 
dogs having won gold medals for 
life-saving. Thus today, modern 
tourists in the Alps may experi- 
ence the beneficent results of our 
Good St. Bernard’s time. 

Early in the fifteenth century 
there arose several communities 
of women, under the guidance of 
Pope Martin V. to render chari- 
table aid to the sick and distressed. 
Communities of men were formed 
about the same time, among 
which was the Alexian Brothers, 
a laymen’s organization at first, 
and formed for the purpose of 
burying the dead. The community 
prospered; it became a religious 
order in 1458, and has continued 
down to our time in a flourishing 
condition. The Alexian Brothers 
community has now a very effi- 
cient hospital in the City of Chi- 
cago. 

Dating from about 1450 many 
European cities had assumed to 
themselves the administration of 
charitable _ relief. Thenceforth, 
while the Church’s activities in re- 
lieving distress were lessened, new 
situations arose, new avenues of 
distress appeared which made a 
helping hand necessary. The many 
wars in progress in the sixteenth 
century, especially religious wars, 
devastated whole towns and called 
for immediate relief, which Cath- 
olic societies met gallantly, and 
with a spirit of true Christian 
charity. 

Great incentive was given chari- 
table works of mercy by the Coun- 
cil of Trent, and perhaps no name 
stands out more prominently 
in that period than the great 
St Charles Borromeo, Bishop of 


,court and punished severely and 


Milan. He was a leader, an ex- 
ecutive in comforting the afflicted 
spiritually and physically, and in 
that sphere his age produced no 
equal. Because of the unsanitary 
condition of the times, Europe was 
never free from the plague, which 
earrnied off thousands. During St 
Charles’ administration it broke 
out in his diocese of Milan. 

Like a true representative of 
Jesus, Bishop Borromeo never 
hesitated, but visited his stricken 
people in their homes, comforting 
them as well as doing public pen- 
ance that God might relieve their

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MARRIAGE RATE LOW

States was reduced by 7% per cent 
and resulted in the lowest mar- 
riage rate per 1,000 of the popula- 
tion on record. 

On the basis of a population 
estimated at 124,822,000 as of July

Marriages performed in 1932 
numbered 981,769, or 79,032 less 
than for the preceding year. The 
decline from 1930 to 1932 was 5.9 
per cent. 

Bigger Drop In Divorces 

The reduction in divorces was 
even larger. Divorces were reduced 
by 12.7 per cent under 1931 when 
they numbered 183,664 compared 
with 160,329. This compared with 
a reduction of 4.1 per cent from 
1930 to 1931. 

The number of marriages for 
every divorce ranged from 15.4 
marriages to each divorce in West 
Virginia to 1.8 marriages to each 
divorce in Nevada. For the Unit-

“While the net decrease in the 
number of marriages performed. in 
the country as a whole was 7:5 per 
cent,” said the bureau, “the rela- 
tive change in the different states 
ranged from a decrease of 43.5 per 
cent in Iowa to an increase of 6.8 
per cent in Nebraska.” 


DROP IS GENERAL 


The June statistical bulletin of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company cautions against accept- 
ing at face value provisional fig- 
ures, recently announced by the 
Census Bureau, which seem to in- 
dicate that the decline in the rural 
birth rate is much less marked 
than that in the urban one. The 
decline in the birth rate in the 
United States, says the bulletin, is 
“a very general phenomenon in 
which the rural as well as the 
urban areas are taking part.” 

The figures showed the national 
rate to be the lowest on record, 
with the movement toward a sta- 
tionary or declining population ap- 
parently gaining. 

“Unless a return to greater fer- 
tility should ensue in years to 
come, or unless changes in the im- 
migration policy should be brought 
about,” says the bulletin, “we 
should then have to figure a de- 
creasing population.”’ The bulletin 
recalls that in 1930, the American 
rate of reproduction was barely 
sufficient to balance mortality. It 
adds that “now, with the further 
decline registered, we have un- 
doubtedly passed the balance 
point.” 


SCHOOL TAX CONTINUES 


The fight for justice for the pri- 
vate non-profit schools of Califor- 
nia through elimination of the 
State taxes now assessed against 
them will be continued until it suc- 
ceeds, it was announced in a state- 
ment issued by Carl A. Henry, 
president of the Private Non-Profit 
School Association. The proposi- 
tion was recently defeated at the 
State election. 

California, the only State in the 
Union which taxes such institu- 
tions, requires the private non-pro- 
fit schools to pay a levy of $350,- 
000 annually, although their opera- 
tion saves the State $12,000,000
